One hundred and thirty six years ago the Constitution of the 
United States was signed at Philadelphia, 
The event is being 
celebrated throughout the country by the HOO Kiwanis Clubs today 
and all during this week, which has become known as 1Constitu­ 
tion Week.” Most governmental officials have Joined In the move 
ment to stimulate interest in and the desire to learn more about 
this great charter of American Uberties, and what it means to 
every individual. 
People are pausing in the midst of their business and family 
affairs to devote some attention to that rule of action which binds 
all the people of this country together and affords them the means 
for a personal progress not possible in any other nation. 
To 
many people the Constltutin Is an abstraction, but its language 
is certainly simple and clear. 
Its essential principles are easy 
to understand. 
James M. Beck, Solicitor Generhl of the United States has 
summarized the principles in the following manner: 
(1) 
That ours is a representative government, where the 
exercise of powers is confided to responsible representatives of 
the people. 
(2) 
That it provides for a dual form of government, whereby 
full powers on all questions which do not necessarily require a uni­ 
form rule over the whole country are reserved to the states and 
the people therein. 
(3) 
The guarantee of individual liberty through Constitu­ 
tional limitations, where each individual has certain in-alienable 
rights. 
(4) 
The independent judiciary, which is the balance wheel 
of the constitution. 
<5) 
System of checks and balances whereby it was sought 
to divide official authority and responsibility, also that power 
should never be concentrated in one man, or even one branch of 
government. 
(6) 
Concurrent power of the Senate and the Executive over 
foreign relations of the government. 
These are fundamentals. 
They provide for much of our in­ 
dividuality. But the constitution is not a thing In itself. It rests 
with the people, and the people are swayed by public opinion. The 
real danger of the hour is the profound ignorance and the indif­ 
ference of even educated Americans to its principles. 
Offhand it 
seems as lf the Constitution, with all the commendatory opinion 
of the worlds best minds is a thing apart from the life of the 
average individual. 
* 
But is it a thing apart when it is the accepted means of 
maintaining a responsible government; provides for our citizen­ 
ship, allows us a voice in the government itself; guarantees us 
life, liberty and pursuit of happiness; defends our rights and 
makes us equal before th© law; affords us freedom of religion 
speech, and peaceful assembly; opens the way for us to hold any 
office in the land; insures trial by Jury of fellow men; affords 
numerous rights in connection with such trial; recognizes and 
guards property rights; and permits us to participate in the 
amending of the constitution itself? 
Are these apart from the average individual? 
Let every one 
compare ids lot here, with what it would be In any other country 
he world; let him ponder on what his life here would be 
without the rights enumerated above. 
But, all rights imply inseparable duties. Those are the duties 
or good citizenship. 
They mean the living day in and day out 
honest. Americanism. 
That Americanism means a 
?ce m popul.ar S°vernment. 
It means the doctrine of in­ 
dividual progress. 
It is the path by which liberty loving people 
believing in fundamental law and order, can march forward in 
peace and with good will.

A™erlcanism is worth preserving, and defending. 
That 
is the Americanism that Kiwanis Clubs believe in, and for which 
they work.

T H A T F U R C O A T ON Y O U R T O N G U E 
As nearly everybody has had a fur coat on the 
tongue, or some form of bad taste in the mouth at 
sometime or other, perhaps a word or two about it 
might be .helpful. 
. Perhaps you know that you have four basic or 
common tastes that the tongue detects. 
They are 
bitter, sweet, acid, and salt. 
To test your 
taste 
any time Just put on your tongue, a little quinine 
for bitter, sugar for sweet, vinegar for acid, and 
table salt for salt. 
In fact if you take some ordi­ 
nary sugar on the tongue and It tastes natural your 
taste is likely all right 
But what about the fur coat? 
Well a fur coat 
is not natural and should not be worn. 
In fact, it 
is usually an evidence that all is not right down 
belowr, or up above. 
Fortunately the ordinary thin white fur coat 
with occasionally a yellow tinge near the inner end 
doesn’t signify danger at all. It means usually one 
of two things. 
Either you are breathing through 
tho mouth, have your nose more or less “stuffed 
up,”—perhaps you have been smoking too much,— 
that you have been eating not wisely, but too well. 
If then you will use your own good sense, you 
can easily correct this condition. 
Keep the mouth 
shut when breathing, or cut your snooking down; 
or out as the case may be. 
Thqpe are two open­ 
ings at the back of the nose Just like the two in 
front. 
They should be kept open. 
A little warm 
water with salt or boracic acid in it snuffed up the 
nostril and drawn through the mouth again three 
or four times a day will keep those two openings 
clear and healthy.

From the county counsel’s office; 
in that comity comes a startling1 
opinion that lf upheld would knock 
out all zoning ordinances and would 
effectually prevent 
any 
effective 
system of city zoning. 
This opin 
ion would limit the zoning power; 
of municipalities to the exclusion 
of nuisances. 
The 
Long 
Beach! 
Press gives the following interest­ 
ing information regarding this rul­ 
ing: 
Neither 
the 
present Long 
Beach 
zoning 
ordinance nor 
the one being drawn by City 
Engineer Van Alstine. nor the 
ordinances of 
any 
California 
municipalities 
will 
stand the 
test of the higher courts, says 
Deputy County Counsel Phillip 
Starry. 
Municipalities have 
no more 
zoning powers than have counties, 
and these can son© only against 
nuisances, he says. 
He adds that enactments of the 
state legislature giving cities spe­ 
cial soning powers 
are 
invalid, 
since, In his opinion, the legislature 
can add nothing to the powers con­ 


ferred by the constitution. 
County 
Counsel 
Starry 
threw 
this bombshell Into the ranks of 
zoning advocates in a written opin­ 
ion to Hugh Pomeroy, secretary of 
the county 
planning 
commission, 
who asked as to the zoning powers 
of the county. 
Mr. Sterry holds that zoning as 
an application of the general police 
powers of a community or county, 
is subject to the general principles 
of law covering the rights of prop­ 
erty, principles, he says, which are 
older, even, than the English com­ 
mon law or the Roman low and 
which da in back to the time who 
men first began to act in unison 
to protect themselves 
and 
thuir 
goods from outside attack. 
In Massachusetts, he says, there 
bas been a successful attempt to 
enact zoning laws under the power 
of eminent domain, rather than un­ 
der any application of the police 
power of communities. 
The 
Massachusetts 
plan 
con­ 
demns property 
for 
certain pur­ 
poses, the owner being paid dam­ 
ages in proportion to the limitation 
which is placed on hit use of his 
own property, 
A city. says 
Mr. Sterry. 
may 
place a limit on the height of build 
ings, for example, as a matter of 
protection to the inhabitants, but 
soch a limit, in his opinion, to V 
legal must apply to the entire city. 
He does not believe It legal to ai- 
low tw elvestory buildings in one 
section, eight-story buildings in an­ 
other and five-story 
buildings in 
still another.
